The Board of Directors has 
approved purchase of a new truck, 
and I have placed an order with a 
Ford dealer at Mono-n, Indiana, for 
a Ford “F7,” with a 2% ton rating. 
It will have a steel platform and 
hydraulic hoist. We hope that we 
can use it to haul our own lime and 
spread in the fields, haul coal and 
clump into the coal bins without 
scooping. It is expected to be ready 
for us around March 1st, we hope 
that it will save us a lot of haul¬ 
ing costs. When we have to hire 
a trucker we pay $2.75 a ton of 
lime hauled and spread in the 
fields, and $4.50 a ton of coal from 
the mine, it used to be $1.15 a ton.
